Citizens’ Committee on Relief and 
Employment will. be required by 
Friday to cease its relief expendi- 
tures, or to make a separate appeal 
to the Federal Emergency Relief 
Administration for funds, Mayor 
Dickmann said today in a letter to 
Gov. Park. 


He asked the Governor to hold a 
conference wit hthe heads of legis- 
lative committees in an effort to 
obtain legisaltion which would en- 
able the. State to share in the relief ‘ 
burden, as is required by Federal 
authorities. Federal Relief Admin- 
istrator Hopkins, as has been told, 
has notified the State that it will 
get no more Federal relief funds 
until the State is ready to pay a 
third of the cost. 

Dickmann reminded Park that 
the Legislature, “by solemn resolu- 
tion,” had pledged the Federal Gov- 
ernment that it would provide relief 
funds. In the circumstances, he 
said, the Federal Relief Adminis- 
tration could hardly be blamed for 
now withdrawing its support from 
the State. 

Consider Separate Appeal. 

Dickmann and Comptroller Nolte, 
after being notified by Harry B. 
Wallace, chairman of Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, that no Federal relief funds 
would be available for January, 
have. — of 
making appeal to the Federal 
Relief Administration for funds for 
St. Louis, even if they are denied 
the rest of the State. | 

St. Louis, through its $4,600,000 
relief bond issue, has met the Fed- 
eral requirement that cities should 
bear at least one-third of the cost 
of emergency relief, but in the past 
Hopkins has declined to deal with 
cities when the states in which 
they were situated were not meet- 
ing requirements. What remains 
of the relief bond issue has been 
budgeted for use during 1934 at the 
rate of $160,000 a month, about one- 
third of the anticipated relief costs. 

Discussing the matter with 
newspaper reporters, Dickmann 
said the way the Legislature has 
handled the matter was an “out- 
rage.” He said he planned to ar- 
range for a large group of needy 
St. Louisans to go to Jefferson 
City, unless the Legislature acts 
quickly, to impress upon its mem- 
bers the necessity for immediate 
action. 

As 8 principal means of raising 
$4,000, to be needed during 1934 
asthe State’s share of the relief 
costs, Gov. Park proposed a one per 
cent retail sales tax, which would 
provide money for relief and oth- 
er State purposes. 

That bill was passed by the House, 
but held up for weeks by a Senate 
committee which drastically re- 
wrote it, reducing the rate to one 
quarter of one per cent. There is 
no immediate prospect that the bill 
will be finally passed. 

Dickmann said he had suggested 
to Gov. Park that he call a State- 
wide conference of Mayors to be 
held in Jefferson City for the pur- 
pose of bringing the relief needs 
of the State to the attention of the 
Legislature.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2. — The 
first break in President Roosevelt’s 
Cabinet yesterday pyt Henry Mor- 
genthau Jr. in the Treasury chair 
which William H. Woodin was 
forced by ill health to relinquish. 

Woodin resigned in a letter dat- 
ed Dec. 13, which was mailed from 
the sanatorium at Tucson, Ariz., 
where he is seeking to regain his 
strength. Mr. Roosevelt accepted 
the resignation yesterday, effective 
immediately, and the oath was ad- 
ministered to Morgenthau, an inti- 
mate friend of the President. 


Morgenthau became Under-Secre-' 
tary Nov. 17 and since has been 
directing Treasury affairs as Act- 
ing Secretary. He moved to the 
Treasury post from governorship 
of the Farm Credit Administration. 

“Great Sorrow” to President. 

“It is with great regret that I 
am compelled to tender you my res- 
ignation as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, to take effect at your conveni- 
ence any time before Jan. 1,” 
Woodin wrote the President. “The 
state of my health will not permit 
me to remain in this position.” 

Mr. Roosevelt replied that’ Wood- 
in’s resignation was “a great. sor- 
row to me.” 

“I. know, however, that it is of 
the highest imiportance that you 
shelve all offieial cares,” the Pres- 
ident said, “and that with your fine 
courage and constitution you will 
soon get wholly well. 

“Your calm, practical and coura- 
geous action in the difficult days 
of last spring and summer ,will al- 
ways be remembered.” 

Sworn at White House. 

Morgenthau, 42 years old, is a 
Cornell graduate and was a trust- 
ed adviser of Mr. Roosevelt on 
agricultural affairs during the lat- 
ter’s New York Governorship. He 
organized the Farm Credit Admin- 
istration, 

The oath was administered ‘to 
Morgenthau in the White House 
oval room in the presence of the 
President, members of ‘his family, 
Mrs. Morgenthau and Henry Mor- 
genthau Sr. The latter was Am- 
bassador to Turkey in the Wilson 
administration. 

Mr. Hoosevelt was seated behind 
the desk and Morgenthau stood be- 
side him at the induction cere 
mony. 

Members of the President’s fam- 
ily present included Mrs. Anna Cur- 
tis Dall and her children, “Sistie” 
and “Buzzie,” and Mrs. vames 
Roosevelt Jr. Others included Her- 
bert Gaston, Herman Oliphant and 
Tom K. Smith of St. Louis, imme- 
diate aides of Morgenthau in the 
Treasury. 

The father of Morgenthau served 
this administration. as its delegate 
to the world wheat conference at 
Geneva last summer and later at 
the London economic parley/ 

Recent Tilt With Reporters. 

Morgenthau’s days as Acting Sec- 
retary have been extremely crowd- 
ed. In his first hours at the post, 
he issued an order prohibiting 
Treasury employes from talking 
with reporters. Newspaper men 
sent a telegram of protest to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the order later 
was modified to apply only to pol- 
icy questions. Since then Morgen- 
thau and his aids have made ev- 
ery effort to establish friendly re- 
lations with the press. 

Morgenthau took to the Treas- 
ury with him a corps of advisers. 
Gaston, his assistant at the farm 
administration, was made official 
spokesman; Earle Bailie, formerly 
of J. W. Seligman Co., became his 
fiscal expert.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was informed last 
might that 97 per cent of the na- 
tion’s bank depositors would be in- 
* gured under the new deposit - 
surance which became effective t 
dav. 

Walter J. Cummings, chairman of 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration, reported to Mr. Roosevelt 
that deposits in 13,423 banks would 
be insured. 2 

He said that only 141 banks had 
been found ineligible and said that 
a number of them might be insured’ 
by making certain corrections. 

Thus, for the first time in Amer 
fcan history depositors of sums up 
to $2500 will be insured against loss. 
After July 1 this insurance will be 
increased to $10,000. 

All national banks and members 
of the Federal Reserve system are 
automatically insured under the 
new law. 

To become members of the Fed- 
eral insyirance plan, non-reserve 
state bahks were required to meet 
rigid conditions . 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration opened its vaults to sound 
banks requiring additional back- 
ing. 

By the purchase of capital stock 
in many banks, the Government 
has perhaps the greatest interest 
in and control over the banking 
structure of the nation in recent 
history. | 
Letter to Roosevelt. 

Cummings’ letter to the Presi- 
dent, under date of Jan. 1 follows: 

“Dear Mr. President: Pursuant 
to your request, I have the honor 
to submit to you a brief report of 
the work of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation. 

“We have insured 13,423 banks. 
The insurance covers deposits up to 
$2500 until July 1, 1934, when the 
permanent provisiions of the act 
become operative. 

“A careful survey shows that 97 
per cent of the total number of de- 
positors are insured in full. 

“We found 141 banks ineligible 
for insurance. A number of them 
may be insured by making certain 
corrections. In other wofds, ap- 
proximately 1 per cent of the ap- 
plying banks could not qualify. 
This remarkable record was due to 
the assistance given by the Recon- 
struction Finance Conrporation by 
the purchase from banks of pre- 
ferred stock and capital notes. 


Effect of Insurance. 


"T believe. that e insuring of 
bank deposits will not only be of in- 
calculable value in restoring public 
confidence in the nation’s finan- 
cial institutions now strengthened, 
but that it will be of tremendous as- 
sistance in hastening the return of 
prosperity. It will banish the fear 
of the depositor as to the safety 
of his money and from the bankers’ 
point of view, the elimination of 
the possibility of sudden and heavy 
withdrawals will make possible the 
expansion of credit for legitimate 
purposes. \. :

and Mrs. Harry D. Wahl of 3950

reporter about it today. “She is « 
fine woman,” Wahl said. “We would 
like to keep her here, where she 
has lived since her husband left 
her almost five years ago. But we 
can’t. We are barely off the relief 
rolls ourselves. 

“As you can see, our house is 
not large. Seven rooms and only 
two of them bedrooms. Now there 
are just the two of us and our 
granddaughter, Jean. She’s 8 years 
old.

Funeral Services Held in 
Brooklyn for Member of 


Prominent St. Louis

NEW YORK, Jan, 2—The fu- 
neral of James How, 28 years old, 
member of a socially prominent St. 
Louis family, was held in Brook- 
lyn today. An official report of a 
medical examiner states that How’s 
death, caused by gas asphyxiation 
in an apartment kitchen early Sun- 
day, was a suicide. 

The young man’s body, clad in 
evenin;; clothes, was found in the 
apartment at 400: East Fifty-eighth 
street, New York, where he had 
been staying with two friends since 
coming from St. Louis three weeks 
ago. He lay on the kitchen floor, 
a pillow under his head, and gas 
was flowing from three open burn- 
ers of a range. 

‘ How went to a dance Saturday 
night at Squadron A Armory, Park 
avenue and Ninety-fourth _ street, 
going with W. G. Miller and 6. P. 
Harrington, with whom he was 
staying in the apartment. After the 
dance, a buffet supper was given 
in the apartment. 

Miller took some of the guests 
home, and How remained with 
Harrington in the apartment. Re- 
turning at 7:15 a. m., Miller found 
How’s body. 

He Appeared Worried. 

Miller said How had appeared 
worried, probably by failure to 
find employment in New York. He 
seemed well supplied with money, 
and kept a new coupe of expensive 
make in a garage. He _ inherited 
$40,000 from his great-aunt, Mrs. 
Mary E. How of New York, a little 
more than a year ago. 

The body was buried in Green- 
wood Cemetery, Brooklyn, beside 
that of the young man’s father. 

He was the som of Mrs. Charles 
Adams How, 79 Vandeventer place, 
St. Louis, and was a brother of 
Mrs. John Kennard Wallace, 721 
Glen Ridge drive, Clayton, Mo. His 
father, the late Charles A. How, 
was formerly general purchasing 
agent of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road in St. Louis. 

The young man attended St. 
Louis Country Day School, Phillips 
Andover Academy and Yale Uni- 
versity. He formerly worked as a 
salesman for Johns-Manville Co., 
and when he came to New York 
his relatives supposed he was to 
go to work for the firm again. 


Mrs. Amy Gleason How, mother 
of James How; his sister, Mrs. Wal- 
lace, and her husband, who is sec- 
retary of Cupples Co., left for New 
York Sunday, after being infornmied 
of James How’s death. 

Wallace said, before leaving St. 
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Louis,. that he, his wife and moth- 
er-in-law believed How’s death to 
have been accidental The mes- 
sages received by them, Wallace, 
said, indicated a probable blowing 
out of the gas in the kitchen range 
by a gust of air. He said How was 
in good spirits when he left St. 
Louis.

Tangipahoa Parish for years, 
The feud broke out again last 
October, when Claude Bridges and

days apart, and Bob Travis was out 
on a $2500 bond charged with kill- 
ing Bridges. Residents said Bob 
Travis had been warned to stay 
out of the neighborhood where his 
body was found full of buckshot. 
There has been bad blood betwen 
the two families for years. 

Bob Travis ‘and his bodyguard, 
Bill Mixon, Negro, apparently were 
shot as they were crossing the 
bridge, as Travis’ body was found 
on one bank with a loaded and un- 
fired shotgun by his side and his 
bodyguard’s body was found on the 
other bank with his hand clutching 
a fully loaded pistol. Officers said 
apparently they were taken by sur- 
prise and were shot to death be- 
fore they could fire their weapons.

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Philadelphia Record Advocates 
Central. Institution Under 
Federal Command,

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 2.—The 
Philadelphia Record urges that 
Congress combine the 12 Federal 
Reserve Banks into one central 
bank under direct command of the 
Government in order to control the 
yalue of the dollar. 

‘Bventually this step will be 
taken and must be taken if this 
Government is to survive,” the 
pacer asserted yesterday. 

“Twelve Federal Reserve Banks 
are now supposed to regulate the 
volume and value of our money,” 
the Record stated. 

“Of course, they lost command of 
the situation in 1929 and cannot 
hope to regain dollar value control 
yntil the country returns to nor- 
malcy. 

‘But as the system is supposed to 
work, these 12 banks command tre- 
mendous reservoirs of § credit. 
Through variation of rediscount 
rates and policies they can increase 
or decrease’ pressure on the work- 
ing éredit of the country in its com- 
mercial banks, 

‘It is as though 12 men manipu- 
late 12 valves to as many reser- 
voirs, all empyting into one pool, 
the level of which they can raise or 
lower—if they act in unison. If 
they act independently they nullify 
each others efforts and create 
chaos. 

“Such is the present system of 
national credit regulation, which in 
turn regulates the value of the dol- 
lar and the domestic price index.” 

The Record, which was one of the 
first papers to advocate going off 
the gold standard, stated: 

“Such a proposal may encounter 
bitter opposition of the big com- 
mercial banks which own and dom- 
inate the Fede®fal Reserve Banks. 
Naturally they want to control the 
source of the main commodity in 
which they deal—credit. 

“But even the bankers must be- 
gin to realize that is their control 
of the credit reservoirs which is 
forcing the Government into more 
devious and dangerous methods of 
meeting the present monetary dis- 
tortion. 

“Ninety per cent of our business 
transactions are performed by the 
exchange of bank credit. Therefore, 
controlled credit expansion is the 
proper and only effective way to 
lower the value of the dollar, in- 
crease the price level.”

ROME, Jan, 2.—Complete sever- 
ance of alliances between politics 
and business is among the pro- 
claimed purposes of the new cor- 
porative system to be established 
in Italy this month, a Systemi based 
on the new Fascist. philosophy. 
The separation is to be accom- 
plished by giving business its own 
law-making institution, where it 
may openly and directly enact the 
legislation it considers necessary 
for its protection. 

Legislative privileges vested in 
the new institution—the National 
Council of Corporations—will be 
taken from the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, and instead of being subject 
to approval by a political body, the 
laws will be enacted by the busi- 
ness men themselves. 

The council, however, is to be 
made up of both employes and em- 
ployers, and the representatives of 


the workers will have equal voice 
in decisions. 

Corporations may draft laws and 
submit them to the council, which 
will discuss them with a view to 
harmonizing them with the’ inter- 
ests of other lines of endeavor and 
those of the consuming public. 

The state will be present in the 
person of Premier Mussolini to 
protect the collective interests of 
the nation. Mussolini will preside 
over the council, and without his 
approval no measure can become 
law. 

Mussolini has said he wanted a 
medium-sized: industrial structure 
for Italy, strengthened by unison in 
corporative make-up and protected 
against the encroachment of new- 
comers when the consuming market 
is already adequately served. 

He is willing to guarantee this 
industry a “Fascist margin of prof- 
it,” which must be fair alike to 
consumer and producer, but is not 
likely to permit the accumulation 
of large fortunes. 


NEW ENGLAND COUNCIL 
FOR LIMITING RELIEE 


Warns Against Idea of Looking 
on Government as Means © 
of Support. 


By the Associated Fress. 

BOSTON, Jan. 2.—A joint state- 
ment of tax officials of the six 
New England States, made public 
here yesterday through the New 
England Council, called for re- 
striction of relief measures and a 
restoratiom” of real estate, “to its 
essential place as the most attrac- 
tive class of property to own.” 

The statement, “noted with satis- 
faction the trend toward increasing 
tax consciousness and the growing 
concern over the employment of 
identical tax bases by government- 
al agencies, the multiplicity of over- 
lapping taxing jurisdictions and the 
constantly increasing burdens upon 
real estate. 

“It should also be a source of sat- 
isfaction, to the residents of New 
England,” the statement said, 
“that this section of the country 
has ulready accomplished consider- 
able in the matter of the reduction 
of expenditures by municipalities 
and that in the main New England 
i: on a far sounder basis with ref- 
erence to town and city finances 
than is.true in other parts of the 
country. 


“It is believed we should voice a 
warning against the danger of car- 
rying too far so-called relief mea- 
sures. Not only is there menace 
to our financial structure in en- 
couraging people to believe that 
they may look upon the Govern- 
ment as a means of support, but a 
still greater menace in character- 
forming habit which such a practice 
tends to inculcate.” 

Discussing the need of restoring 
real estate values, the statement 
said: “The return of this class of 
property to its normal place in our 
structure of value will be retarded, 
if not indeed rendered altogether 
impossible, by continued drains re- 
sulting from the expansion and in- 
stituti¢cn and support of new gov- 
ernmental activities which demand 
ever-increasing tax contributions 
from owners of real estate—a de- 
mand to which already many are 
impotent to respond. 

“To the extent that demands for 
governmental service continue to 
increase, it would appear that they 
must be _ satisfied through the 
broadening of the tax base so far 
as such expansion of governmental 
activities cannot fairly be avoided. 
Such an undertaking should be en- 
tered upon with sedulous regard for 
both of those theories of taxation 
commonly referred to as the bene- 
fit theory -and the ability to pay 
theory. Neither can be wholly sub- 
stituted for the other and each 
must, be supplementary. to the oth- 
er.” 


FUNERAL OF SLAIN PREMIER 


BUCHAREST, Jan. 2—Ion G.

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NEW SOVIET PAY PLAN 
T0 REWARD PRODUCERS 


Agencies Supervising Govern- 
ment Program to Be Central- 
ized Under Communist Party. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 2.—The Commu- 
nist party’s political bureau has 
| approved plans for far-reaching 
party organization changes which 
will affect the Soviet Government 
itself. 

The program, prepared :in the 
form of “theses” by L. M. Kaga- 
novich, chairman of the All-Union 
Peasants’ Congress, will be sub 
mitted Jan. 19 to the Communist 
Congress. Ratification is certain. 
Reduction of che present, maze 
of systems in accounting and reor- 
ganization of wage: payment, to 


benefit the actual producers, are 
contemplated. 
Two points in the program, in 


particular, are expected to affect 
the economic life of the union 
vitally. The first is that calling for 
an increase in the centralization of 
control of agencies supervising ex- 
ecution of government plans under 
the Communist party—rather than 
under the government. The second 
involves shifting responsibility for 
the execution of the vast industrial 
programs from Moscow to. local 
committees of management in fac- 
tories and on farms. 

A new control committee, elected 
by the party, will accomplish the 
first change by taking over the 
duties of the Commissariat of 
Workers’ and Peasants’ Inspection, 
which will be abolished. 

Enlarging local responsibility by 
shifting the local authority to ag- 
ricultural and industrial manage- 
ment committees will involve liqui- 
dation of trusts and syndicates 
which now govern the industrial 
enterprises from Moscow. 

The Commissariat of Workers’ 
and Peasants’ Inspection, due to 
pass before the new control com- 
mittee, was a pet creation of Niko- 
lai Lenin. Joseph Stalin, present 
party leader, was named by Lenin 
as the first commissar.

Quit City as Precaution Against

Note on Heredity vs. Environment. 

To the Editor of. the Post-Dispatch: : 
RTHUR BRISBANE, in speaking of 
Dr. Kntid Rasmussen, who had ex- 

pounded the theory of the derivation of 
the Eskimo from the North American In- 
dian, states that this theory should in- 

terest those who believe that man is a 

product of his environment. 

That should interest supporters of the 
idea that man is produced by his .en- 
vironment, but from a different angle. 
It only proves that there is great room 
for doubt concerning this idea. 

Man is not a’ product.of his environ- 
ment. He adapts himself to it. Physical- 
ly, the Eskimo was not produced by his 


surroundings, for he has the same straight, 


coarse black hair, almost the same 
physiognomy and color as the Indian. The 
difference in height and variations of 
the foregoing attributes ean be laid to 
the uncertain degree.of mixture between 
the Eskimos and the Northern European 
and Mongolian races (Chukchi, Aleuts, 
etc.). Man is a product of his environ- 
ment Only in so far as his daily manner 
of living is concerned. Also, when speak- 
ing from the point of view of culture and 
civilization, although we are concerned 
primarily with him physically, has either 
the Eskimo or Indian outstripped the 
other along these all-important pathways? 

In speaking of the coloring power of 
“the sun’s actinic rays, Mr. Brisbane states 
that the fair-haired, blue-eyed people (O, 
Sweetheart of Sigma Chi) in their con- 
quering expeditions to the south, were in 
the process absorbed—the inference being 
that the sun’s actinic rays produced the 
absorption and turned these superb (7) 
Aryans into the  black-haired, olive- 
skinned people of the North. Not so! 
The only absorption that takes place is 
that caused by intermixture. 

The skin of the parents of a child may 
undergo a slight change in color depend- 
ing on the locality’in which they tive, but 
the child wil] have the same color of skin 
ad general physical attributes as the 
race from whith he comes. To prove my 
point, I will mention that in various parts 
of Italy and France, when the “conquer 
ing blonds” settled and. kept themselves 
fairly pure, we find thé same type blonds 
today, with slight variations relative to 
their purity. 

Therefore, man is only to a superficial 
degree a product of his sufroundings. I 
am not speaking of the influence of en- 
vironment on his mentality.

I N 1929, 38 nations were operating on 

‘the gold standard: By Sept. 21, 1931, 
when Great Britain suspended gold pay- 
ments,,the gold standard had been aban- 
doned by 33 nations, 

The United States held on for another 
18 months, until March, 1933, when the 
gold base underlying our financial struc- 
ture gave way, and the structure col- 
lapsed, forcing us off the gold standard.

the market will boost world prices by 60 per cent, 
Yet silver producers in the rest of the world, and the 
Indian and Spanish governments, which have stocks 
of silver for sale, Will undoubtedly reap sone benefit 
from this policy, a benefit which will come largely 
from thé pocket of the American taxpayer. 

Senator Pittman and other silver spokesmen have 
hailed this silvér ptirchase as an action of great in- 
ternational monetary significance, that will increase 
sharply the purchasing power of South America ahd" 
Asia for American goods. Yet whatever rise may 
follow in the world price of silver will have no effect 
on the value of the monetary units of South America 
and India. Although these countries use silver ex- 
tensively for subsidiary coinage, they are not on the 
silver standard, and changes in the price of silver no 
more affect the value of their monetary units than 
changes in the price of nicke] affect the value of 
the American 6-cent piece. 

Only in the case of silver standard countries, of 
which China is the sole one of any importance, will 
a rise in the price of silver affect the value of the 
currency. It is worth noting, however, that it will 
be the world price of silver, whatever that may ‘be, 
and not the Ameriéan price, that will deterniine the 
value of the Chinese dollar. It has been the claim 
of the silver spokesmen that the fall in the gold price’ 
of silver has been an important factor in the de 
pression, by reducing the purchasing power of China, 
and that an increase in the price of silver will-raise 
the purchasing power of China. | 

President Roosevelt’s proclamation, with its state 
ment that this silver purchase plan will “augment 
the purchasing power of peoples in silver-using coun- 
tries,” seems to subscribe to this view. The oppo- 
nents of silver insist that such a notion rests ‘upon 
a misunderstanding of international trade; that a 
country’s purchasing power abroad is not determined 
by the value of its monetary unit, but by the goods 
it can sell abroad. 

The opponents. of silver insist that the decline in 
the price of silver has no more ruined the purchasing 
power of China than the decline in the Frefich franc 
of pre-war days from 19.3 cents to one-fifth of that 
figure after the war reduced the purchasing power of 
France; that China, far from being ruined as a cus- 
tomer of the United States during the years when the 
price of silver was falling, maintained her purchases 
of American goods better than the gold standard 
countries did. The idea that the purchasing power of 
China was ryined by the fall in silver they hold to 
be a figment of political imagination, and the idea 
that her purchasing power will be restored by a rise 
in the price of silver they term a product of the same 
nature. 

The President is fighting inflation, as opposed to 
the Government’s policy of expanding the national 
credit. He is, to @ degree, giving silver the benefit of 
the doubt. He is afraid of money made too cheap, a 
fear shared in all responsible quarters. There is no 
justification for cheapening money in the way some 
members of Cofigress have in mind, and the President 
is fighting it with shrewd counter-moves. This is 
statesmanship, as opposed to scattering make-believe 
money from airplanes, as some of our misguided 
anti-inflationists are doing. 

Meanwhile, 16 Senators have joined in demand- 
ing the free coinage of silver. In the way the world 
is going, it is not improbable that bimetallism may 
return. In thatecase, we can judge it by its works. 
Like Banquo’s ghost, it will not down. Oné can only 
hope that, once the issue is settled, it will remain 
settled.

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TAX-EXEMPT SECURITIES. 
Senator Ashurst of Arizona has long urged the 
elimination of tax-exempt sécurities, as a measure 


of economic justice and as a means of stopping tax 
avoidance. Like many others, however, he has con- 
sidered a constitutional amendment necessary to 
bring about this reform, and not long ago propdsed 
a resolution to that effect in the Senate. After

The Arizona Senator thus concurs in the view that 
the sixteenth, or income tax, amendment means ex- 
actly what it says: “Congress shall have the power 
to lay and collect taxes on incomes from whatever 
sources derived.”

Responding to Gov. Park’s request, the Missouri 
House, early in the present speéial session of the Leg- 
islature passed a measure removing the 25,000-acre 
limitation on land which could be acquired by the 
Federal Government in any one Missouri county. As 
amended by the Senate, the bill would still contain 
a limitation of 100,000 acres per county. The House 
proposal is the better of the two, and if the -Legisla- 
ture wishes to further the interest of progressive re- 
forestation, and hence the economic welfare of Mis- 
souri, it will approve the measure as introduced by 
Representative Henry of Shannon County. The av- 
erage size of the 151 national forests in the United 
States is well in excess of 1,000,000 acres. Parcels 
of 100,000 acres in the adjacent corners of four coun- 
ties would establish a preserve of only 400,000 acres 
under the Senate amendment. This difference would 
put Federal forestry work to a disadvantage in Mis- 
souri.

While Missouri is talking about reducing registra- 
tion fees for automobiles and raising the gasoline tax 
a cent a gallon, which would not only nullify the 
registration reduction, but actually increase the cost 
of operating a car, it might be well to consider what 
some other states have been doing. Fourteen states 
have cut their registration fees. In four of those 
states, Arkansas, Georgia, Kansas and Nebraska, the 
lower fees have been in effect for some time, and the 
number of registrations has substantially increased 
as compared with a year ago. Georgia gained 25,000 
cars, says the American Automobile Association. 

Attention is directed to another point. Some of 
the states ghere increased registration has followed 
a reduction in license fees were hit unusually hard 
by the depression. The logical inference is that re 
duction in taxes stimulates the purchase and use of 
the automobile, just as excéssive taxation produces 
the opposite effect. :

Change in Date of Opening of Con- 
gress New Year

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2. — \The 
first day of the new year was as 
usual for President Roosevelt— 
work and play. Before noon he

F the murder committed on the 
| stage of the Shubert this week is 

not the perfect murder, it is as 
close to it as a mere playwright 
may hope to come. This crime has 
the breathless logic of a problem 
in geometry and a capacity audi- 
ence on New Year’s eve watched 
the persistent but ultimately futile, 
attempts of Scotland Yard to find 
the solution with a tension that was 
broken only with the final curtain. 

“Ten-Minute Alibi” is a most in- 


fgeniously constructed mystery play, 


and it is not difficult to understand 
why it is one of the current. Broad- 
way hits. The cast assembled by 
Arthur Oberfelder for the St. Louis 
production is effective. Bert Lytell 
plays the part of the perfect mur- 
derer with convincing understate- 
ment and restraint, bringing more 
reality to it than one ordinarily ex- 
pects from melodrama. 

Lytell, as Colin Derwent, is deter- 
mined to prevent the girl he loves 
from going to Paris with an attrac- 
tive South American who possesses, 
in the best tradition of melodrama, 
all villainous qualities. Phillip Se 
villa’s real intention is to send poor 
Betty Findon, who is desperately in- 
fatuated with him, to what was 
once known as “a fate worse than 
death” in his native South America. 
In the flat of Sevilla, where he has 
come to beg the girl to give up the 
trip, Colin accepts a drugged ciga- 
rette, falls into a stupor and dreams 
the perfect murder and the perfect 
alibi. 

The following day just before Se- 
villa and the girl are about to leave 
for the boat train, he commits the 
murder almost exactly as he had 
dreamed it. For the balance of the 
play the audience watches in sym- 
pathetic suspense while Scotland 
Yard tries to find holes in Colin’s 
story. 

For from the first, of course, the 
sympathy has been with the mur- 
derer. From every angle Inspector 
Pember and Sergt. Brace, “of the 
Yard,” attack the careful, painstak- 
ing alibi that Colin has built up to 
cover the 10 minutes required to 
commit the murder. This alibi rests 
on several things, but chiefly on the 
fact that Colin has set back the 
clock in Sevilla’s flat and then set 
it right again. Inspector Pember 
gets very close to this clew but 
doesn‘t quite succeed in running it 
to earth. Having-discovered fro:n 
papers in his safe what a villain 
this Sevilla was, the Inspector and 
his Sergeant, who bring a certain 
humor to their work, are not too 
eager to prove Colin’s guilt. The 
clock itself very nearly gives Colin 
away in an ending that comes with 
a sudden and surprising humor. 

While the figures are all out of 
stock melodrama, the construction 
of the play is so skillful that they 
seem to have even a kind of origi- 
nality and freshness. This may be 
partly because of the quality of the 
dialogue which moves with a brisk 
naturalness. The piece is good en- 
tertainment and it is worthy of 
note that St. Louis should see it

succeed Burt Shotton.

The ‘announcement said Shotton 
was free to negotiate with - any 
team that may desire his services. 

Wilson’s appointment to the man- 
agership has been reported for sev- 

ral weeks, along with rumors that 

Berotton may go to the Cincinnati 
eds. 
— becomes the nineteenth 
manager of the club since 1883. His 
regime begins at the end of a six- 
year tenure by Shotton, who began 
his services as pilot of the club in 
1928. 

A native of Philadelphia, Wilson 
is 33 years old. He began his base- 
ball career shortly before the World 
War, and was highly rated in semi- 
pro circles in this vicinity. 

He joined the Phils in 1923 after 
playing for some time with New 
Haven of the Eastern League, and 
after a short tryout with the Bos- 
ton Braves. 

In 1926, when Art Fletcher was 
suspended near the close of the 
season, Wilson served for a few 
weeks as acting manager. The 
next winter, however, Stuffy McIn- 
nis was signed as manager. 

In May, 1928, Wilson was traded 
to the Cardinals, a deal which gave 
Jimmy world series experience that 
season. That was his busiest year, 
for he caught 141 games in the 
campaign. His best batting year 
was in 1925 when he turned in a 
mark of .328. 

He was returned to the Phils a 
few weeks ago in the deal that sent 
Catcher Virgil “Spud” Davis to the 
Cards.

Reports that Shotton’s destination 
rould be Cincinnati grew stronger 
after the arrival here of Larry Mac- 
Phail, president of the Reds, but 
whether his trip East had to do 
with the deposed Phils’ pilot or 
with the rumor that First Baseman 
Don Hurst was to be traded for 
“Sunny Jim” Bottomley, could not 
be learned. 

Shotton’s contract still had two 
years to run with the Phils, but no 
announcement was made as to its 
disposal.

The rumor of Wilson for mana- 
ver started long before the miajor 
league meeting in Chicago last 
month, but met with persistent de- 
nials by club officials. Shotton said 
he was unaware of it, and Presi- 
dent Gerald Nugent of the club 
pointed out that Shotton’s contract 
had two years to run.

St. Louis’ professional soccer 
clubs have completed their holiday 
schedule for another year, with a 
record of three victories against 


one defeat, while facing the Toron- 
to Scots and the Wieboldts Won- 
derbolts of Chicago.

In the matches here the Wie 
boldts showed some fine passing 
and ball control. Frank Harker, 
a new forward from Detroit, 
worked well, as did the two Wal- 
dron twins—Art and Al. And 
this big fellow, John Tomich, cen- 
ter halfback, is a hard man to pass. 
Tom Scott, former St. Louis play- 
er, did not make fhe trip. He has 
a bad knee and is being given a 
rest so that he will be in condi- 
tion for the Wieboldts’ cup battle 
with the Swedish-Americans, sched- 
uled for Jan. 14. Last season the 
Swedes eliminated Billy Alexan- 
der’s aggregation and the club is 
out for revenge. 

Using Johnny Kane as a defen- 
sive fullback instead of having him 
play “his regular center half posi- 
tion caused the downfall of the 
Millers yesterday.

Salsinger’s authority is Jose 
Manuel Alvarez, whom he identi- 
fies as the “Einstéin of baseball.” 

Senor Alvarez, as Salsinger 
points out, is employed at the 
Farmacia Dr. S. Nunez, 141 San- 
ta Cruz, Cienfugos, Cuba, and 
while he is far from the scene of 
major league baseball competi- 
tion, he has made a hobby of 
keeping baseball statistics. He 
qualified in a big way as a long 
distance expert on baseball fig- 
ures when he called attention to 
the fact last year that Ray Hay- 
worth of Detroit and not Earl 
Grace of Pittsburgh, was entitled 
to major league honors for con- 
secutive games played by a catch- 
er without making an error. 

American statisticians, who had 
contended that Grace held the 
record, arched the eyebrow when 
Senor Alvarez named Hayworth 
for the honor, but the Senor pre- 
sented official box scores to sup- 
port his contention and President 
John Heydler of the National 
League admitted that his figure: 
keepers had erred and that Senor 
Alvarez was right about Hay- 
worth, 

And now, Salsinger notes, Pres- 
ident Heydler has admitted that 
Senor Alvarez again has proved 
his point and H6rnsby shortly 
will "be recognized officially as 
the holder of the National League 
slugging record.

ARMOUR & COMPANY REPORT

CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—Armour & Co. has 
released a consolidated income statement 
showing that its Illinois and Delaware 
corporations and their subsidiaries earned 
a net profit in 1933 for the first time since 


1930. 

President T. G. Lee, in the statement, re- 
ported that the net income of the various 
Armour -units was $8,121,641, up $11,979,- 
206 over 1932. At the end of that fiscal 
year the companies showed a loss of $3,- 
857,565. * 

Sales, shown in tons, were 10 per cent 
greater in 1933 than in 1932. Their dol- 
lar’ value, however, amounted to $452,- 
000,000 as compared to $468,000,000 in 
1932. The change was credited to lower 
prices. 

The Armour president said it was too 
early to forecast the influence of the Gov- 
ernment recovery plans upon the packing 
industry’s affairs, but said company pay- 
rolls had been raised 18% per cent to con- 
form to the packing labor code. 

It will pay between $30,000,000 and 
$40,000,000 annually in hog processing 
taxes, he estimated. 

Because it is questionable whether the 
present value of the assets of Armour & 
Co. (Illinois), exceed the stated capital, 
the company finds it not “advisable’’ to 
pay dividends, Lee said. 

The president announced that a new 
plan for financial reorganization will be 
submitted to stockholders at a special meet- 
ing later in the year.

Of the 51,218 cases reviewed, 21,-

be service connected. The percent- 
ages of allowed and disallowed 
cases in the several regional areas 
varied from 23.43 per cent allowed 
in the Burlington, Vt., area to 74.68 
allowed in the Charlotte, N. C., area. 
Hines said the principal reasons for 
the variance were: . 
“The personal appearance by vet- 
erans or their representatives and 
credence given their statements; ef- 
fective presentation of the p->“ump- 


— itive cases in some places’ by rep- 


resenatives of service organizations 
and the submission of additional 
evidence and the fact that some 
boards placed a more liberal inter- 
pretation upon the law, regulations 
and instructions than others.” 

The report indicated that several 
boards placed emphasis on combat 
service as a causative factor in the 
subsequent development of neuro- 
psychiatric and tuberculo~is dis- 
abilities, Hines said.

H. o. MOIR, HOTEL MAN, DIES 


Was One of Chicago’: Leading Op- 
erators Until Recently. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 2. — Harry C. 
Moir, 66 years old, who came to 
Chicago during the world’s Colum- 
bian Exposition in 1893 and stayed 
to prosper as one of the city’s lead- 
ing hotel men during the years 
that followed, died Sunday follow- 
ing an operation performed 10 days 
ago. At the time of his death he 
was president of the Morrison Ho- 
tel, although in recent years he was 
sdid to have lost heavily, due to a 
program of expansion in 1930, and 
his interest in the hotel was but 
nominal.

How can I convey to my partner |. 


that although I could not raise his 
cltiibs, yet the king of clubs is the 
key card for a small slam? 

By bidding four no trumps over 
his three no-trump sign-off you 
convey exactly this information. 
You say “I had only two losers in 
my hand when ‘I opened the bid- 
ding. Though you have denied sup- 
port for either of my suits, yet I 
tell you I am willing to play at four 
no trumps even if you have nothing 
but Q J x x x in clubs. Plainly, I 
have one loser in clubs and one 
elsewhere. If I had a singleton 
club I would not have bid four no 
trumps, but four diamonds; if’ I 
have x x in clubs, I have no other 
loser.” This makes his duty very 
élear to the responder. If he has 
Q Jxxx in clubs and nothing else, 
he passes (he has already denied 
x x x in diamonds since he did not 
show perference for diamonds as 
against hearts). If he has a ¢lub 
holding such as K J x x x, which 
will afford at least a finesse to lose 
only one trick in that suit should 
Oopener’s holding wunéxpectedly . be 
only x x, then he should carry on 
with the slam try by bidding five 
clubs. Opener, with his three acés, 
¢an now bid six no trumps for him, 
and on the hand as given above, 
the club finesse will be necessary 
only if the diamonds fail to break, 
so that the small one becomes a 
loser arid must bé discarded on a 
olub.
